WASHINGTON (AP) - Charles W. 
Colson, once one of President Nixon s 
highest-ranking advisers, was sen­ 
tenced today to serve one to three years 
in prison for obstructing justice. 
U.S. District Judge Gerhard A. Gesell 
also imposed a $5,000 fine. 
Maximum penalty on the charge 
would have been five years in prison 
and a $5,000 fine. 
“For 3*6 years I worked day and 
night. I believed I was making a great 
personal sacrifice for my country,” 
Colson said before sentencing. 
“This experience has brought a 
complete re-examination of myself and 
I will spend the rest of my life 
regretting what I have done,” he said. 
After Colson’s 12-minute statement to 
the judge, his lawyer spent a full half­ 
hour asking that Colson be placed on 
probation rather than be sent to prison. 
Attorney David I. Shapiro told Gesell 
that Colson should not be sent to prison 
because of “public expectations.” 
He said sending Colson to prison 
“would be, in my view, a most popular 
decision. It would also be a terribly 
shortsighted one.” 
The judge interrupted him saying, 
“You’re barking up the wrong tree ... 
you are beating a dead horse.” Gesell 
said public opinion would not sway him 
one way or the other. 
As he sentenced the defendant, 
Gesell said, “The court does recognize 
that Colson’s public image was 
somewhat distorted” but that he had to 
send him to prison. 
The sentence means that Colson must

serve at least one year at an institution 
not yet designated. The judge gave him 
until July 8 to surrender. 
Colson had been charged with con­ 
spiracy to obstruct justice and ob­ 
structing justice in the Watergate 
cover-up case and with conspiracy to 
violate the civil rights of Daniel 
Ellsberg’s psychiatrist in the plumbers 
case.

Students take White House 
jobs despite Watergate 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Used to be, a 
college kid could impress his friends by 
landing a summer job at the White 
House. 
But Watergate has changed that. 
“I’ve been told I’m signing up on the 
S.S. Titanic,” said Linda Smith, a 22- 
year-old Wheaton College graduate. 
“You say you’re working at the White 
House, and you run into a lot of verbal 
abuse sometimes,” added Michael 
Mulligan, 21, of Newburyport, Mass. 
“I come from a Republican con­ 
servative area,” said Judy Wilson of 
Cheyenne, Wyo. “And I’ve had some 
people say some negative things, like 
How could you go to work for someone 
up for impeachment?”’ 
The trio’s laughter at each other’s 
stories, underscored, however, what 
little impact such comments have on 
the attitudes and enthusiasm of this 
summer’s White House 37 interns. 
The 19 women and 18 men were 
chosen from 350 applicants to work in 
White House offices including the 
National Security Council, Domestic 


Council, news offices and Mrs. Nixon’s 
office. 
College students earn $125 a week, 
graduate students $150. 
“I had no second thoughts on coming 
back after last year,” said Miss Smith, 
of Ardmore, Pa., who works for Mrs. 
Nixon’s press secretary, Helen Smith. 
(They are not related). “It’s an ex­ 
perience I wouldn’t get anywhere else 
... It’s seeing what happens in the ex­ 
ecutive branch from the inside.” 
Mulligan, a senior at Middlebury 
College in Vermont, helps with liason 
work between the administration and 
big business. 
“I had the impression when I came 
that everyone in the White House would 
be totally concerned with saving the 
President,” he said. “But in my office, 
they’re not consumed by Watergate.” 
Miss Wilson, a 21-year-old Fulbright 
scholar who recently was graduated 
from the University of Wyoming, helps 
edit the news summaries delivered 
daily to President Nixon and his aides.

lawyer Jake Jacobsen has agreed 
tentatively to plead guilty to a reduced 
charge of bribery in connection with 
$10,000 he says he offered to former 
Treasury Secretary John B. Connally, 
according to informed sources. 
Jacobsen, who once swore that 
Connally refused the money, is offering 
to testify that Connally actually took it 
in two installments for help he gave 
Jacobsen's client, Associated Milk 
Producers Inc., the sources said. 
Connally consistently has denied taking 
the money. 
In return for a guilty plea and 
Jacobsen’s promise of cooperation, the 
Watergate special prosecution force 
has agreed to drop its perjury case 
against him and to arrange for the 
Justice Departm ent to drop an 
unrelated indictment in a Texas 
savings-and-loan case. 
All told, Jacobsen could receive 
maximum punishment of up to 40 years 
and $80,000 in fines if convicted on all 
counts in the Watergate and Texas 
cases. Sources said the Watergate 
prosecutors offered to allow him to 
plead guilty instead to the least serious 
felony charge of bribery, which carried 
a maximum penalty of two years in jail 
and a $10,000 fine. 
Food stamp bill 
. sent to President 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Senate 
has sent to President Nixon a bill 
authorizing a oneyear extention of a 
food stamp program for elderly, blind 
and disabled welfare recipients. 
The measure, approved by the 
Senate on a voice vote Thursday, has 
Nixon’s 
support, 
adm inistration 
spokesmen said. 
Under the bill, needy persons 
covered by the new Supplemental 
Security Income program will continue 
to be eligible for food stamps through 
July I, 1975. 


Jacobsen had sought to have all 
charges reduced to misdemeanors 
because conviction of a felony almost 
certainly would lead to loss of his right 
to practice law, the sources said.

Jacobsen represented the milk 
producers in 1971 and arranged for his 
old friend Connally to work within the 
administration for an increase in fed­ 
eral milk price supports. 


Connally argued strongly for a price 
increase at a White House meeting at 
which President Nixon decided to order 
the hike, a fact sheet issued last 
January by presidential spokesmen 
said. 
Both Jacobsen and Connally have 
testified that within a few days of the 
increase, Jacobsen offered Connally 
$10,000. 
Both said it was not offered as a 
bribe, but as a fund from which Con­ 
nally could donate to political can­ 
didates.

Trio-gets taste of police 
action in search for SLA 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Driving 
down U.S. 101 south of Santa Barbara, 
Linda Lipsett, her husband Don and a 
female friend were trying to figure out 
why a Highway Patrol car had tailed 
them for 20 miles. 
Suddenly another patrol car ap­ 
peared behind them and then a sheriff’s 
car shot off a ramp, followed by 
another patrol car. 
Mrs. Lipsett rem arked, “ Bo*! 
They’re really after somebody.” 
She was right. Officers thought the 
Lipsetts and their friend were Patricia 
Hearst and her two Symbionese Liber­ 
ation Army captors-turned-comrades. 
Moments 
later, 
terrified 
and 
bewildered, the three were lying face 
down on the pavement, seven officers 
holding pistols and rifles on them. 
Mrs. Lipsett said they pleaded with 
the officers to explain what was hap­ 
pening but were told, “Be quiet.” 
The explanation came minutes later. 
“We thought you might have been 
Patty Hearst and Emily and William 
Harris,” an officer said. Their iden­ 


tities established, the Lipsetts and their 
friend, Katie Rowland, stood up and 
brushed off their clothes. 
“We were absolutely panicked,” 
Mrs. Lipsett said. “We thought they 
were going to shoot us.” 
Other Californians have had similar 
experiences during the police search 
for the Harrises and Miss Hearst, the 
newspaper heiress who was kidnaped 
Feb. 4 and is now sought as an SLA 
terrorist. 
The FBI says it has no clues to the 
trio’s present whereabouts. The last 
confirmed 
sighting 
was 
at 
an 
Inglewood, Calif., sporting goods store 
on May 16, the day before six other SLA 
members died in a fiery shootout with 
authorities in Los Angeles. 
Police say they don’t know how many 
people they have stopped since. 
Some persons are merely questioned 
briefly and released. Others are held at 
the gunpoint until police establish their 
identities. 
Steve Thorp, 25, who owns a van and 
lives in Los Angeles’ Topanga Canyon, 
said he was stopped twice, and the 


second time police “tore apart” the van 
looking for evidence. 
A Pasadena Star-News reporter was 
stopped by officers from three squad 
cars and four motorcycles after he and 
his wife, while in a coffee shop, showed 
interest in a newspaper headline about 
the three fugitives. 
Whether a police officer draws a 
weapon on a Patricia Hearst look-a-like 
“depends how strongly he feels she 
looks like Patty,” said a Los Angeles 
police spokesman, Lt. Dan Cooke. 
“Once it’s been established they’re 
not who we’re looking for, we try to 
explain the necessity for the guns. 
Some 
understand. 
Others 
are 
outraged.” 
Cooke said almost everyone stopped 
has acknowledged the need for it. “We 
haven’t received a single com ­ 
plaint,” he said. 
Mark Rosenbaum, an attorney for 
the American Civil Liberty Union, 
disputed this, saying: “When the police 
say they don’t receive complaints, 
that’s nonsense. They complain, but not 
to police."

the Vietnam war. 
While it raises serious constitutional 
questions relating to a president’s war- 
making powers, it is not regarded by 
most members as likely to produce an 
article of impeachment. 
The committee delved into Nixon’s 
income tax returns Thursday and 
learned he had been assessed a 5 per 
cent negligence penalty by the Internal 
Revenue Service besides having been 
found to owe $432,787 in taxes for 1969- 
72. 
However, nearly all m em bers 
questioned said they heard nothing 
during the day-long closed session 
indicating Nixon might be guilty of tax 
fraud.

MOSCOW (AP) — The Chemical 
Construction Corp. of New York has 
won the largest Soviet contract ever 
granted an American firm. Worth 
about $200 million, it covers the devel­ 
oping and equipping of the first four 
plants of a huge ammonia-fertilizer 
complex. 
The contract was signed Thursday at 
the Soviet Foreign Trade Ministry by 
John Clarke, head of the Chemico 
division responsible for the project, and 
the head of the Soviet foreign trade 
department supervising the deal. 
Also present was Armand Hammer, 
chairman of Occidental Petroleum, 
who negotiated the master Soviet- 
American agreement under which the 
complex is being built. 
The U.S. Export-Import Bank last 
month granted a $l80-million loan to 
the Soviet Union for construction of the 
complex. American commercial banks 
are to match this sum. 
Under a proposed 20-year deal, the 
Soviet Union will buy superphosphates 
produced in Florida by an Occidental 
consortium and use them to make a 
type of fertilizer greatly needed by 
Soviet agriculture. 


In return the Soviets will ship the 
United States urea and ammonia to be 
used in production of nitrogen fer­ 
tilizers. The new plants will produce 
the urea and ammonia from natural 
gas from the Soviet Union’s Orenberg 
field. Chairman William Casey of the 
Export-Import Bank said this would 
free enough American natural gas to 
heat a million homes a year. 
In April 
1973, when the initial 
protocol 
was 
signed, 
Hammer 
estimated it would generate $8 billion in 
trade. On Thursday he increased his 
estimate to more than $20 billion, ex­ 
plaining that the price of ammonia and 
phosphates had more than doubled. 
Chemico is to supply the designs, 
engineering, material, construction 
advisers and equipment for four plants 
at Togliatti, on the Volga river about 
400 miles east of Moscow. Each will 
produce 1,360 tons of ammonia a day. 
Clarke said he expects construction 
to start by Jan. I with completion four 
years later. The Soviets [dan to build 
four more plants in the complex, but 
the contracts for them have not been let 
yet.

New election 
seen possible 
in Britain 


LONDON (A P) — The minority 
Labor government was defeated in 
Parliament today for the third time in 
three days, putting Prime Minister 
Harold Wilson under increased pres­ 
sure to call Britain’s second general 
elections in less than a year. 
The vote was not on a motion of 
confidence, and Wilson is not bound to 
resign. Under the British system the 
prime minister is free to call elections 
at any time, but if he loses on a motion 
of confidence he is expected to call a 
ballot promptly. 
But several members of Wilson’s 
cabinet reportedly are urging him to 
call general elections this summer to 
seek a clear majority for Labor. 
Today’s 49-42 defeat was on 
a 
government proposal to amend a 
proposed lottery bill. 
Thursday night the House of Com­ 
mons by a 21-vote margin rejected a 
government proposal to nationalize or 
take partial control of a number of in­ 
dustries. 
On Wednesday the Commons by nine 
votes rejected Labor’s plan to refund 
$24 million in taxes to trade unions, and 
the government suffered four minor 
defeats in a committee considering its 
finance bill. 
Robert Mellish, Labor’s blunt floor 
manager, said the defeat of the 
nationalization proposal was “ a clear 
indication to the country that the 
minority government cannot proceed 
... very much longer. The electorate 
must now be ready and must un­ 
derstand why there will have to be a 
general election.” 
Wilson said only that his party would 
“ consider all the implications” of its 
defeat. 
Inflation 
hits double 
figure again 


WASHINGTON (A P) — The annual 
rate of inflation in consumer prices 
returned to double digit levels in May 
following the April slowdown, the 
Labor Department reported today. 
Consumer prices in May were 10.7 
per cent above a year earlier and, if the 
May inflation rate continued for the 
next 12 months, would be more than 
13.2 per cent higher than now at the end 
of the next 12 months, the department 
said. 
The May increase in the Consumer 
Price Index was 1.1 per cent. This 
compared with a sixtenths of one per 
cent increase in April. 
The Nixon administration hopes to 
bring inflation down to a seven per cent 
annual rate by year’s end. 
There were sharply higher prices last 
month for a wide range of goods and 
services, including food, health ser­ 
vices, clothing and used cars. 
Among the bad news reported in the 
May index was a ninetenths of one per 
cent increase in food prices on a 
seasonally adjusted basis, reversing 
the four-tenths of one per cent decline 
in April. 
Prices of fresh vegetables were up 19 
per cent in May, much worse than 
usual for this time of year. Also in­ 
creasing rapidly were prices for fresh 
fruits, cereal and bakery products, 
sugar and sweets, and processed fruits 
and vegetables, the department said. 
The only favorable consumer trends 
in the food area were lower prices for 
meats, poultry and eggs. 
The May increase of 1.1 per cent in 
the C PI was both on a seasonally ad­ 
justed and unadjusted basis. The index 
stood in May at 145.6 of the 1967 aver­ 
age of IOO, meaning it cost $145.60 to 
bu^ what $100 purchased in the 1967 
survey. 
The big increase seemed certain to 
increase demands in Congress and 
among consumer groups 
for 
new 
initiatives to bring inflation under 
control.

CARACAS, Venezuela (A P) — The 
United States has started its campaign 
at the Third United Nations Conference 
on the Law of Jhe Sea to hold the new 
territorial seaWlimits of nations to 12 
miles. 
Chief U.S. delegate John Stevenson 
told a news conference Thursday the 
United States, which now claims the 
traditional three miles around its 
shores, is prepared to adopt the 12-mile 
limit that has been gaining favor 
provided this was generally adopted 
internationally. 
Stevenson said the United States also 
would agree to an additional zone over 
which the adjacent nation would 
control “ living and nonliving re­ 
sources” but through which ships could 
pass freely. He said the U.S. would be 
“ flexible” about this zone’s width. 
This was a concession to Peru, 
Ecuador and Chile, which have been 
enforcing a 200-mile limit off their 
coasts 
to the 
detriment 
of tuna 
fishermen from southern California. 
In exchange for approving an ex­ 
tension of the territorial limits, the 
U.S., wants guarantees as sought by 
the major maritime nations that the 
\ straits connecting the world’s seas will 
rem ain 
open 
to

navigation. 
The Soviet Union today reiterated its 
support for the 12-mile limit in “ the 
interests of coastal countries and the 
interests of the international society.” 
But China in a broadcast Thursday said 
each country has the right to determine 
its own territorial limits and zone of 
jurisdiction. 
Moscow Radio said this was against 
the interests of the majority of nations, 
including developing countries, and it 
accused the Chinese of trying to block

LOS AN G ELES (A P) — Being a 
Good Sam aritan has nearly cost 
Tommy Howard his life. 
Howard, 50, has been collecting 
money for Mattie Morrison, a crippled 
woman who lost everything when her 
home burned during the Symbionese 
Liberation Army shootout with police 
here May 17. Since Howard’s efforts 
were detailed in news stories, he has 
been attacked twice. 
Howard was robbed Tuesday as he 
sat next to the glass jar he keeps for 
donations from sightseers who visit the 
shootout site. 
“ There were two men,” Howard said 
Thursday, “ One reached for the jar and 
I said, ‘Man, don’t mess with the 
jar...that’s for the lady who lived here. 
She’s a cripple.’ But he said ‘No, I got to 
have it. I need it myself.’” 
The man then pulled out a straight 
razor and, forcing Howard back, took 
the meager contents of the jar and fled 
with a companion, Howard said. 
“ I figured I got to find him,” Howard 
said. “ So I drove around and I found 
him ...and I called the police and they 
got him. You can’t let them kind of 
people get away.” 
Police arrested Thomas Ford, 29, 
who was charged with petty theft and 
displaying a weapon in a threatening 
manner, authorities said. 
On Wednesday, two angry women 
approched Howard as he sat next to a 
poster asking donations, demanding to 
know why he wasn’t collecting money 
for them. They too were burned out 
during the shootout. 
“ Well, if you ain’t gonna help me, I ’m 
gonna bust this up,” Howard quoted 
one of the woman as saying. 
“ Then she pulled the sign down, and 
the other one she hit me with a board,” 
Howard said.

COLUMBUS, Ga. (A P) — Former 
Army Lt. William L. Calley Jr. spent 
the night in a military stockade for the 
first time in three years, since shortly 
after he was convicted of murdering 22 
people in the Vietnamese village of My 
Lai. 
Calley, who had been free on bond 
since his house arrest was lifted in 
February, voluntarily surrendered to 
military authorities at nearby Ft. 
Benning on Thursday. He was assigned 
a large cell of his own. 
The 5th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
ruled last week that Calley should be 
returned to m ilitary custody while he 
appeals his conviction in the 1968 My 
Lai massacre. 
At a hearing Thursday, U.S. District 
Judge J. Robert Elliott, who had or­ 
dered Calley freed on bond, said no 
further action was necessary for the 30- 
yearold former lieutenant to be taken 
into custody again. 
His local attorney, Kenneth Henson, 
said later: “ I assume he will be eligible 
for parole July I—a third of his sen­ 
tence will have been served by then. 
The Army should yield to the over­ 
whelming sympathies of the people of 
this country,” he said. 
Calley originally was sentenced to 
life imprisonment, but the sentence 
was later reduced to IO years. He spent 
the first three nights after his con­ 
viction in the stockade before President 
Nixon ordered him released and placed 
under house arrest.

Another View 


Premature declaration 


More than half the members of the 
Senate have signed a resolution 
declaring that Secretary of State 
Henry A Kissinger’s “ integrity and 
veracity are above reproach.” This 
is really rather odd, considering the 
circumstances; there is about it an 
air of panicky scrambling 
to 
reassure him of the Senate’s trust 
and thus avert his resignation. 
A gesture of support certainly was 
called for. Though we do not share 
Vice President Ford’s view that for 
Kissinger to resign 
would be 
“ catastrophic,” we believe he has 
performed very ably as secretary of 
state and should be encouraged to 
remain in office. His departure 
would not be a catastrophe, but it 
would deprive the nation of a 
rem arkable public servant and 
would interrupt the momentum of a 
largely successful foreign policy. 


Supportive words from the Senate 
are thus appropriate, and will help to 
salve Kissinger’s bruises. 
There is a very significant dif­ 
ference, 
however, 
between 
assurances of general trust and 
support, and an outright statement 
that the secretary’s probity is 
“ above 
reproach.” 
This is 
a 
premature conclusion. 
New 
evidence 
relating 
to 
Kissinger’s part in the security 
wiretaps, including F B I memoranda 
which seems to conflict with what he 
told the Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee last September, has come to 
light. 
The 
secretary 
cannot 
reasonably be given a clean bill of 
health until this new evidence and a 
variety of allegations have been 
weighted by the committee. 
It should be remembered that 
Kissinger did not 
threaten 
im­ 


mediate resignation. What he said in 
Salzburg was that “ the character 
and credibility of the secretary of 
State is at issue,” and that “ if it is 
not cleared up, I will resign.” He 
said further that he had asked the 
Foreign Relations Committee to 
review the matter, and would be 
willing to appear before it. 
The committee has agreed to such 
a review, and to this end has asked 
the special prosecutor’s office and 
the State Department to supply all 
documents pertaining to Kissinger’s 
role in the wiretapping. Whether or 
not Kissinger answered fully and 
truthfully in his earlier testimony is 
the point at issue. If this point is 
resolved in his favor, as we hope, 
that will be time enough for the 
Senate as a whole to start that his 
“ integrity and veracity are above 
reproach.”

WORD EDGEWISE . . . by John P. Roche 
The spoor of the fox 


With President Nixon and Secretary 
of State 
Kissinger embarking 
for 
Moscow in the near future, we are 
fortunate that John Dornberg—former 
Newsweek correspondent in Moscow 
and widely repected authority on the 
Soviet leadership—has just brought out 
a penetrating political biography of 
Leonid Brezhnev. For far too long, 
Brezhnev has been a faceless man, a 
nobody who suddenly arrived on the 
scene with the fall of Khrushchev in 
1964. Dornberg’s “ Brezhnev: The 
Masks of Power” (Basic Books) goes a 
long way towards filling that gap. 
As he himself is the first to admit, 
tracking down the history of a Com­ 
munist party figure is a form of 
detective wa*>k. With the exception of 
an ebullient "extrovert like the late 
Nikita Khrushchev, it is often im­ 
possible to get details on private lives. 
When did Brezhnev get married? Did 
he or didn’t he serve in the armed 
forces in the 1930’s? These and other 
simple questions that nomally could be 
settled by reference to standard 
sources remain unanswered. I was, for 
example, quite startled to see Brezhnev 
right behind Khrushchev in a photo of 
the famous “ kitchen debate” the Soviet 
party, 
chief 
had 
with 
Vice 
President Nixon in July, 1959. 


BREZH N EV developed a superb set 
of defensive reflexes in the 1930’s when 
he began his party career. Essentially 
he seems to have had a talent for in­ 
visibility at dangerous moments, such 
as Stalin’s periodic purges. Heads to 
the right of him, heads to the left of 
him, would fall-and then, when the 
bodies had been removed, you would 
discover 
the 
taciturn 
Brezhnev 
somehow one notch higher in the 
hierarchy. He also had good luck: 
several times (for example, in the 
“ Virgin Lands” agricultural program) 
it seems as though he just missed the 
Titanic, and he was fortuitously abroad 
when Khrushchev, losing his support in 
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the Politburo, summoned the Central 
Committee and truimphed. 
Domberg suggests that one of 
Brezhnev’s strongest suits is his close 
relatinship with the military: both 
Marshal Andrei Grechko and Admiral 
Sergei Gorshkov are old companions, 
and Brezhnev’s apparently outstanding 
war record (he was not a politcal 
commissar 
who 
sat 
in 
rear 
headquarters) endeared him to a wide 
range of high m ilitary officials. 
Naturally enough he has kept these 
relationships warm by appropriate 
budgetary payoffs to the elite on 
Frunze St.—Moscow’s equivalent to the 
Pentagon. 
Probably the most significant con­ 
clusion that emerges from Dornberg’s 
book, one which runs against the 
conventional wisdom that the present 
Soviet elite is composed of second-rate 
clods, is that Brezhnev is an extremely 
intelligent man with a superb sense of 
timing. Moreover, again contrary to 
various commentators who have 
Brezhnev’s position 
is 
(by Soviet 
standards) quite secure; and, second, 
that the degree to which hi is personally 
relaxed can be estimated from the fact 
that his apartment is on a floor between 
those of the head of the uniformed 
police and the head of the secret plice 
(K G B )! He is no paranoidal Stalin 
secreted in a private fortress. 


the Soviet ‘boss’ today. He got where he 
is 
through 
patronage, 
intrigue, 
manipulation, 
maneuvering, 
and 
political influence peddling. 
. 
. 
Brezhnev’s political machine is un­ 
doubtedly a precision instrument. But 
its smooth operation is not the only 
explanation for his durability. . .unlike 
Lenin, Stalin, and Khrushchev, he has 
never chosen an heir.” In the strategic 
terms that Mr. Nixon and Secretary 
Kissinger must contemplate, his top 
priority has been to quiet things down 
in the West so that China, seen as the 
top enemy, can be dealt with. Not the 
least of his accomplishments in the 
respect has been to get the United 
States to accept the post-war status quo 
in Europe and, in effect, accept the 
USSR as an equal on the world stage. 
In psychological term I would argue 
further that Brezhnev has recently 
managed to outfox the Americans at 
virtually every turn. He has managed 
to present the picture of a United States 
grateful for the favors it has received 
from Moscow; for example, the great 
favor they did us by taking our surplus 
wheat off our hands, and, for another, 
by permitting American corporations 
to move in and compensate for Soviet 
technological imcompetence. I hope 
President 
Nixon 
and 
Secretary 
Kissinger w ill keep their wallets 
securely buttoned: their next favor 
could be to exchange a nonaggression 
pact for the elimination of NATO.

NEW YORK (A P) — An aura of 
mystery 
surrounds 
the idea 
of 
restoring the Jew ish Temple in 
Jerusalem. For many Christians and 
Jews, ifs a longed-for dream, a 
Messianic sign. It is not yet. But 
something like it is happening. 
Construction is due to begin in the 
next few days on the first large, central 
Jewish house of worship in the Holy 
City since the destruction of the temple 
1,904 years ago. 
“ No one is suggesting that this 
means the restoration of the temple,” 
says Rabbi Dr. Maurice A. Jaffee, 
president of the Union of 
Israel 
Synagogues which is sponsoring the 
project. “ But there are parallels.” 
For one thing, the prospective new 
“ Jerusalem Great Synagogue” is 
planned as a central, representative 
sanctuary to which Jewish pilgrims 
from all over the world may come to 
pray — just as they did to the temple of 
old. 
In another respect, every Jew 
everywhere is being encouraged to 
contribute something to building of the 
new edifice, even if only a half shekel — 
the basic tribute of each practicing Jew 
to the ancient temple. 
Furthermore, the new house of 
worship is being built of a special 
radiant stone like that of the temple of 
Bible times, and is to be situated next 
to headquarters of Israel’s rabbinic 
authority, as was the historic temple. 
“ There are many analogies, but 
we’re wary of drawing comparisons,” 
Dr. Jaffee said in an interview. “ One 
gets in hot water even to hint at such a 
thing. Conditions are out of the question 
for re-establishing the temple.” 
Doing so, to many Christians who 
interpret the Bible literally, would be a 
prophetic indication of the imminent 
return of Christ. Many Jews also link 
restoration of the Temple to a coming 
Messiah. It would also have political 
and social overtones. 
“ Non-Jews seem 
almost more 
concerned about it than many Jew s,” 


Dr. Jaffee said. “ They see it as a 
natural step now that Israel has been 
restored to Jews after 2,000 years of 
wandering.” 
The first temple, built in Solomon’s 
time about 1,000 B.C., was destroyed by 
invading Babylonians in 586 B.C., but 
rebuilt afterwards. The second temple 
was burned by Roman troops in 


crushing a Jewish revolt in 70 A.D., 
which marked the end of the Jewish 
state until its modern restoration.

temple, 
the 
Great 
Synagogue will be built of Jerusalem’s 
"golden stone” whose color changes in 
the course of a day from gray to white 
to gold as struck by the changing 
angles of the sun.

Dollar grow ing more respectable 
Go-Go dancer age limit set 


NEW YORK (AF) - That $2-billion 
surplus in the nation’s balance of 
payments during the first three months 
of the year will likely contribute to an 
even further increase in the dollar’s 
respectability. 
In the eyes of foreigners, the dollar 
has been growing increasingly at­ 
tractive in recent weeks, despite its 


frayed edges. Some of the petroleum 
exporting nations are becoming its big 
supporters. 
Illustrating this, foreign bank 
deposits have been rising in recent 
weeks. Morgan Guaranty Trust Co. 
estimates that more than $1 billion 
poured into U.S. banks from foreign 
institutions in the 30 days to mid-June. 


This increase, it said, brought the 
total second-quarter influx to about $3.5 
billion. Among the reasons given for 
the renewed interest in the dollar was 
the high rate of interest offered. 
The bank, which closely follows 
developments in foreign exchange, 
noted that the dollar now was firm

One of the reasons is the extremely 
high cost of energy in many nations 
that lack a domestic petroleum supply. 
Balance of payments deficits exist in 
Japan, France, Italy and the United 
Kingdom, at least partially because of 
higher oil prices. 
While the United States also has a 
deficit in its oil trade account, its over­ 
all payments balance is in surplus 
because of other factors, including 
exports. 
As a result, those with money to 
invest tend to overlook the problems in 
the U.S. economy — problems that in 
other years might have frightened 
them away.

CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P )- Whining 
and whimpering, three white Bengal 
tiger cubs described as “cute as but­ 
tons” were being watched round-the- 
clock today after astonishing experts 
with one of the rarest births recorded in 
zoo annals. 
The zoo famed for its fertility rate 
among lowland gorillas hit a bonanza 
Thursday with the arrival of the three 
cubs in a four-cub litter. 
Cincinnati Zoo officials celebrated 
“The Year of the Tiger” with a trio of 
the rare cats. 
An eight-year-old female Bengal 
named Kesari produced the exotic 
offspring. Their fur is presently gray- 
toned against black stripes. 
Not albinos, the three cubs join a 
threatened specie which at last count 
numbered about 30 in the world. 
“She is taking good care of two of 
them,” said Pepper Wilson, spokesman 
for the country’s second oldest zoo. 
“She is licking their ears and nursing 
them. 
“B a she rejected two others that we 
have determined are males,” he said. 
One of the cubs is a regular orange- 
hued Bengal, but has the power to 
reproduce the endangered breed. 
The two rejected cubs are getting the 
kid glove treatment. Bottle-fed with a 
concentrated milk liquid and coddled 
by an 80-degree incubator, the two be­ 
came instant hits at the 98-year-old zoo. 
“We had people jammed in the 
building a couple hours after news of 
the births got around,” said Wilson. 
Gosed eyelids hide the animals’ icy- 
blue eyes. 
Their noses and paw pads are pink. 
Survival of the four is the primary 
concern at the moment. 
“Anyone with so much as a case of 
the sniffles doesn’t get close to them. 
We’re not taking any chances. We’re 
pulling all stops to give them the best 


chances,” said Wilson. “This is im­ 
portant to the world.” 
Smock-wearing workers gingerly 
handle the two males in the incubators. 
But no one is being allowed near the 
mother and her two white rarities. 
"A sudden noise or anything that 
would frighten her and she’d kill the 
babies,” he said.

Summer arrived today on the heels 
of a flourish of thunderstorms, high 
winds and hail that raked a wide 
stretch of the Midwest. 
The storms caused injury and 
property damage Thursday night and 
early today in Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, 
Michigan, Minnesota and Wisconsin, 
and touched off forest fires in South 
Dakota.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Charles W. 
Colson, once one of President Nixon’s 
highest-ranking advisers, was sen­ 
tenced today to serve one to three years 
in prison for obstructing justice. 
U.S. District Judge Gerhard A. Gesell 
also imposed a $5,000 fine. 
Maximum penalty on the charge 
would have been five years in prison 
and a $5,000 fine. 
“For 3% years I worked day and 
night. I believed I was making a great 
personal sacrifice for my country,” 
Colson said before sentencing. 
“This experience has brought a 
complete re-examination of myself and 
I will spend the rest of my life 
regretting what I have done,” he said. 
After Colson’s 12-minute statement to 
the judge, his lawyer spent a full half- 
hour asking that Colson be placed on 
probation rather than be sent to prison. 
Attorney David I. Shapiro told Gesell 
that Colson should not be sent to prison 
because of “public expectations.” 
He said sending Colson to prison 
“would be, in my view, a most popular 
decision. It would also be a terribly 
shortsighted one.” 
The judge interrupted him saying, 
“You’re barking up the Wrong tree ... 
you are beating a dead horse.” Gesell 
said public opinion would not sway him 
one way or the other. 
As he sentenced the defendant, 
Gesell said, “The court does recognize 
that Colson’s public image was 
somewhat distorted” but that he had to 
send him to prison. 
The sentence means that Colson must

serve at least one year at an institution 
not yet designated. The judge gave him 
until July 8 to surrender. 
Colson had been charged with con­ 
spiracy to obstruct justice and ob­ 
structing justice in the Watergate 
cover-up case and with conspiracy to 
violate the civil rights of Daniel 
Ellsberg’s psychiatrist in the plumbers 
case.

Students take White House 
jobs despite Watergate 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Used to be, a 
college kid could impress his friends by 
landing a summer job at the White 
House. 
But Watergate has changed that. 
“I’ve been told I’m signing up on the 
S.S. Titanic,” said Linda Smith, a 22- 
year-old Wheaton College graduate. 
“You say you’re working at the White 
House, and you run into a lot of verbal 
abuse sometimes,” added Michael 
Mulligan, 21, of Newburyport, Mass. 
“I come from a Republican con­ 
servative area,” said Judy Wilson of 
Cheyenne, Wyo. “And I’ve had some 
people say some negative things, like 
‘How could you go to work for someone 
up for impeachment?”’ 
The trio’s laughter at each other’s 
stories, underscored, however, what 
little impact such comments have on 
the attitudes and enthusiasm of this 
summer’s White House 37 interns. 
The 19 women and 18 men were 
chosen from 350 applicants to work in 
White House offices including the 
National Security Council, Domestic 


Council, news offices and Mrs. Nixon’s 
office. 
College students earn $125 a week, 
graduate students $150. 
“I had no second thoughts on coming 
back after last year,” said Miss Smith, 
of Ardmore, Pa., who works for Mrs. 
Nixon’s press secretary, Helen Smith. 
(They are not related). “It’s an ex­ 
perience I wouldn’t get anywhere else 
... It’s seeing what happens in the ex­ 
ecutive branch from the inside.” 
Mulligan, a senior at Middlebury 
College in Vermont, helps with liason 
work between the administration and 
big business. 
“I had the impression when I came 
that everyone in the White House would 
be totally concerned with saving the 
President,” he said. “But in my office, 
they’re not consumed by Watergate.” 
Miss Wilson, a 21-year-old Fulbright 
scholar who recently was graduated 
from the University of Wyoming, helps 
edit the news summaries delivered 
daily to President Nixon and his aides. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Texas 
lawyer Jake Jacobsen has agreed 
tentatively to plead guilty to a reduced 
charge of bribery in connection with 
$10,000 he says he offered to former 
Treasury Secretary. Jobn B. ConnaUy, 
according to informed sources. 
Jacobsen, who once swore that 
ConnaUy refused the money, is offering 
to testify that Connally actually took it 
in two installments for help he gave 
Jacobsen’s client, Associated Milk 
Producers Inc., the sources said. 
Connally consistently has denied taking 
the money. 
In return for a guilty plea and 
Jacobsen’s promise of cooperation, the 
Watergate special prosecution force 
has agreed to drop its perjury case 
against him and to arrange for the 
Justice Department to drop an 
unrelated indictment in a Texas 
savings-and-loan case. 
All told, Jacobsen could receive 
maximum punishment of up to 40 years 
and $80,000 in fines if convicted on all 
counts in the Watergate and Texas 
cases. Sources said the Watergate 
prosecutors offered to allow him to 
plead guilty instead to the least serious 
felony charge of bribery, which carried 
a maximum penalty of two years in jaU 
and a $10,000 fine. 
Food stamp bill 


sent to President 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Senate 
has sent to President Nixon a bill 
authorizing a oneyear extention of a 
food stamp program for elderly, blind 
and disabled welfare recipients. 
The measure, approved by the 
Senate on a voice vote Thursday, has 
Nixon’s 
support, 
administration 
spokesmen said. 
Under the bill, needy persons 
covered by the new Supplemental 
Security Income program will continue 
to be eligible for food stamps through 
July 1, 1975.

Jacobsen represented the milk 
producers in 1971 and arranged for his 
old friend Connally to work within the 
administration for an increase in fed­ 
eral milk price supports. 


Connally argued strongly for a price 
increase at a White House meeting at 
which President Nixon decided to order 
the hike, a fact sheet issued last 
January by presidential spokesmen 
said. 
Both JacObsen and Connally 6aVe 
testified that within a few days of the 
increase, Jacobsen offered Connally 
$10,000. 
Both said it was not offered as a 
bribe, but as a fund from which Con­ 
nally could donate to political can­ 
didates.

Trio-gets taste o 
action in search for SLA

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Driving I 
down U.S. 101 south of Santa Barbara, I 
Linda Lipsett, her husband Don and a I 
female friend were trying to figure out 1 
why a Highway Patrol car had tailed | 
them for 20 miles. 
Suddenly another patrol car H-y5 
peared behind them and then a sheriffHi 
car shot off a ramp, followed by 
another patrol car. 
Mrs. Lipsett remarked, “Bo*! 
They’re really after somebody.” 
She was right. Officers thought the 
Lipsetts and their friend were Patricia 
Hearst and her two Symbionese Liber­ 
ation Army captors-turned-comrades. 
Moments later, 
terrified and 
bewildered, the three were lying face 
down on the pavement, seven officers 
holding pistols and rifles on them. 
Mrs. Lipsett said they pleaded with 
the officers to explain what was hap­ 
pening but were told, “Be quiet.” 
The explanation came minutes later. 
“We thought you might have been 
Patty Hearst and Emily and William 
Harris,” an officer said. Their iden­ 


tities established, the Lipsetts and their 
friend, Katie Rowland, stood up and 
brushed off their clothes. 
“We were absolutely panicked,” 
Mrs. Lipsett said. “We thought they 
were going to shoot us.” 
Other Californians have had similar 
experiences during the police search 
for the Harrises and Miss Hearst, the 
newspaper heiress who was kidnaped 
Feb. 4 and is now sought as an SLA 
terrorist. 
The FBI says it has no clues to the 
trio’s present whereabouts. The last 
confirmed sighting was at an 
Inglewood, Calif., sporting goods store 
on May 16, the day before six other SLA 
members died in a fiery shootout with 
authorities in Los Angeles. 
Police say they don’t know how many 
people they have stopped since. 
Some persons are merely questioned 
briefly and released. Others are held at 
the gunpoint until police establish their 
identities. 
Steve Thorp, 25, who owns a van and 
lives in Los Angeles’ Topanga Canyon, 
said he was stopped twice, and the 


second time police “tore apart ” the van 
looking for evidence. 
A Pasadena Star-News reporter was 
stopped by officers from three squad 
cars and four motorcycles after he and 
his wife, while in a coffee shop, showed 
interest in a newspaper headline about 
the three fugitives. 
Whether a police officer draws a 
weapon on a Patricia Hearst look-a-like 
“depends how strongly he feels she 
looks like Patty,” said a Los Angeles 
police spokesman, Lt. Dan Cooke. 
“Once it’s been established they’re 
not who we’re looking for, we try to 
explain the necessity for the guns. 
Some 
understand. 
Others 
are 
outraged.” 
Cooke said almost everyone stopped 
has acknowledged the need for it. “We 
haven’t received a single com­ 
plaint,” he said. 
Mark Rosenbaum, an attorney for 
the American Civil Liberty Union, 
disputed this., saying: “When the police 
say they don’t receive complaints, 
that’s nonsense. They complain, but not 
to police.” 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The House 
Judiciary Committee is concluding six 
weeks of hearings on impeachment 
evidence with a study of the secret 
bombing of Cambodia in 1969-70. 
It will still be several weeks before 
the committee decides whether 
grounds exist for impeaching President 
Nixon, however. Witnesses are to be 
heard, Nixon’s defense presented and 
the proposed articles of impeachment 
debated. 
Today’s Canibodian bombing inquiry 
involves the falsifying of reports to 
Congress and the destruction of official 
records to conceal 3,630 B52 sorties into 
Cambodia during 14 months while the 
United 
States 
officially 
was 
recognizing Cambodia’s neutrality in 
the Vietnam war. 
While it raises serious constitutional 
questions relating to a president’s war- 
making powers, it is not regarded by 
most members as likely to produce an 
article of impeachment. 
The committee delved into Nixon’s 
income tax returns Thursday and 
learned he had been assessed a 5 per 
cent negligence penalty by the Internal 
Revenue Service besides having been 
found to owe $432,787 in taxes for 1969- 
72. 
However, nearly all members 
questioned said they heard nothing 
during the day-long closed session 
indicating Nixon might be guilty of tax 
fraud. 
In related developments: 
—The administration continued its 
critisism of the Judiciary Committee. 
Deputy White House Press Secretary 
Gerald L. Warren said “due process is 
being violated on a daily constant 
basis” by leaks from the committee. 
—John D. Ehrlichman claimed that 
President Nixon clamped a security lid 
on the activities of the White House 
plumbers in December 1971. Ehrlich­ 
man made the assertion in asking 
approval for 
a 
new 
subpoena 
demanding that the White House 
surrender notes Ehrlichman made.

Clair asked the Supreme Court to turn 
over evidence that led a grand jury to 
name Nixon an unindicted co-con­ 
spirator in the Watergate break-in. 
Special prosecutor Leon Jaworski 
opposed the request. 
The tax inquiry centered on a $576,000 


deduction claimed by Nixon for a gift of 
his vice presidential papers to the 
United States. The IRS, which had 
w tw n rr 
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previously approved the deduction, 
later disallowed it. 
Nixon accepted the IRS finding and 
said he would pay the amount assessed. 
However, the committee was told he 
has not paid $148,080 for 1969, which he 
is not required to pay because the 
statute of limitations for that year has 
expired. He is believed to have paid the 
rest. 
The 5 per cent penalty for negligence 
also did not apply to 1969. John Doar, 
special counsel for the committee, said 
it was directed against Nixon and not 
his accountants. 
Rep. David Dennis, R-Ind., said the 
imposition of a negligence penalty 
implies there is no criminal intent on 
the part of a taxpayer and thus to 
fraud. 
But Albert Jenner, chief minority 
counsel for the committee, said at a 
news briefing that a finding of 
negligence does not rule out the 
possibility that fraud could be 
established later. 
Firm inks $200 million pact 
with Soviets for fertilizer 


MOSCOW (AP) — The Chemical 
Construction Corp. of New York has 
won the largest Soviet contract ever 
granted an American firm. Worth 
about $200 million, it covers the devel­ 
oping and equipping of the first four 
plants of a huge ammonia-fertilizer 
complex. 
The contract was signed Thursday at 
the Soviet Foreign Trade Ministry by 
John Clarke, head of the Chemico 
division responsible for the project, and 
the head of the Soviet foreign trade 
department supervising the deal. 
Also present was Armand Hammer, 
chairman of Occidental Petroleum, 
who negotiated the master Soviet- 
American agreement under which the 
complex is being built. 
The U.S. Export-Import Bank last 
month granted a $180-million loan to 
the Soviet Union for construction of the 
complex. American commercial banks 
are to match this sum. 
Under a proposed 20-year deal, the 
Soviet Union will buy superphosphates 
produced in Florida by an Occidental 
consortium and use them to make a 
type of fertilizer greatly needed by 
Soviet agriculture. 


In return the Soviets will ship the 
United States urea and ammonia to be 
used in production of nitrogen fer­ 
tilizers. The new plants will produce 
the urea and ammonia from natural 
gas from the Soviet Union’s Orenberg 
field. Chairman William Casey of the 
Export-Import Bank said this would 
free enough American natural gas to 
heat a million homes a year. 
In April 1973, when the initial

was 
signed, 
Hammer 
estimated it would generate $8 billion in 
trade. On Thursday he increased his 
estimate to more than $20 billion, ex­ 
plaining that the price of ammonia and 
phosphates had more than doubled. 
Chemico is to supply the designs, 
engineering, material, construction 
advisers and equipment for four plants 
at Togliatti, on the Volga river about 
400 miles east of Moscow. Each will 
produce 1,360 tons of ammonia a day. 
Clarke said be expacta construction 
to start by Jan. 1 with completion four 
years later. The Soviets plan to build 
four more plants in the complex, but 
the contracts for them have not been let 
yet.

New election 
seen possible 
in Britain 


LONDON (AP) — The minority 
Labor government was defeated in 
Parliament today for the third time in 
three days, putting Prime Minister 
Harold Wilson under increased pres­ 
sure to call Britain’s second general 
elections in less than a year. 
The vote was not on a motion of 
confidence, and Wilson is not bound to 
resign. Under the British system the 
prime minister is free to call elections 
at any time, but if he loses on a motion 
of confidence he is expected to call a 
ballot promptly. 
But several members of Wilson’s 
cabinet reportedly are urging him to 
call general elections this summer to 
seek a clear majority for Labor. 
Today’s 49-42 defeat was on a 
government proposal to amend a 
proposed lottery bill. 
Thursday night the House of Com­ 
mons by a 21-vote margin rejected a 
government proposal to nationalize or 
take partial control of a number of in­ 
dustries. 
On Wednesday the Commons by nine ., 
votes rejected Labor’s plan to refund 
$24 million in taxes to trade unipns, and 
the government suffered four minor 
defeats in a committee considering its 
finance bill. 
Robert Mellish, Labor’s blunt floor 
manager, said the defeat of the 
nationalization proposal was “a clear 
indication to the country that the 
minority government cannot proceed 
... very much longer. The electorate 
must now be ready and must un­ 
derstand why there will have to be a 
general election.” 
Wilson said only that his party would 
‘‘consider all the implications” of its 
defeat. 
Inflation 
hits double 
figure again 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The annual 
rate of inflation in consumer prices 
returned to double digit levels in May 
following the April slowdown, the 
Labor Department reported today. 
Consumer prices in May were 10.7 
per cent above a year earlier and, if the 
May inflation rate continued for the 
next 12 months, would be more than 
13.2 per cent higher than now at the end 
of the next 12 months, the department 
said. 
The May increase in the Consumer 
Price Index was 1.1 per cent. This 
compared with a sixtenths of one per 
cent increase in April. 
The Nixon administration hopes to 
bring inflation down to a seven per cent 
annual rate by year’s end. 
There were sharply higher prices last 
month for a wide range of goods and 
services, including food, health ser­ 
vices, clothing and used cars. 
Among the bad news reported in the 
May index was a ninetenths of one per 
cent increase in food prices on a 
seasonally adjusted basis, reversing 
the four-tenths of one per cent decline 
in April. 
Prices of fresh vegetables were up 19 
per cent in May, much worse than 
usual for this time of year. Also in­ 
creasing rapidly were prices for fresh 
fruits, cereal and bakery products, 
sugar and sweets, and processed fruits 
and vegetables, the department said. 
The only favorable consumer trends 
in the food area were lower prices for 
meats, poultry and eggs. 
The May increase of 1.1 per cent in 
the CPI was both on a seasonally ad­ 
justed and unadjusted basis. The index 
stood in May at 145.6 of the 1967 aver­ 
age of IOO, meaning it cost $145.60 to 
buy what $100 purchased in the 1967 
survey. 
The big increase seemed certain to 
increase demands in Congress and 
among consumer groups for new 
initiatives to bring inflation under 
control.

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) - The 
United States has started its campaign 
at the Third United Nations Conference 
on the Law ofJUie Sea to hold the new 
territorial sedPimits of nations to 12 
miles. 
Chief U.S. delegate John Stevenson 
told a news conference Thursday the 
United States, which now claims the 
traditional three miles around its 
shores, is prepared to adopt the 12-mile 
limit that has been gaining favor 
provided this was generally adopted 
internationally. 
Stevenson said the United States also 
would agree to an additional zone over 
which the adjacent nation would 
control “living and nonliving re­ 
sources” but through which ships could 
pass freely. He said the U.S. would be 
“flexible” about this zone’s width. 
This was a concession to Peru, 
Ecuador and Chile, which have been 
enforcing a 200-mile limit off their 
coasts to the detriment of tuna 
fishermen from southern California. 
In exchange for approving an ex­ 
tension of the territorial limits, the 
U.S., wants guarantees as sought by 
th e major maritime nations that the

The Soviet Union today reiterated its 
support for the 12-mile limit in “the 
interests of coastal countries and the 
interests of the international society.” 
But China in a broadcast Thursday said 
each country has the right to determine 
its own territorial limits and zone of 
jurisdiction. 
Moscow Radio said this was against 
the interests of the majority of nations, 
including developing countries, and it 
accused the Chinese of trying to block 
limitations “just in case they want to 
claim islands now located in in­ 
ternational waters.”

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Being a 
Good Sam aritan has nearly cost 
Tommy Howard his life. 
Howard, 50, has been collecting 
money for Mattie Morrison, a crippled 
woman who lost everything when her 
home burned during the Symbionese 
Liberation Army shootout with police 
here May 17. Since Howard’s efforts 
were detailed in news stories, he has 
been attacked twice. 
Howard was robbed Tuesday as he 
sat next to the glass jar he keeps for 
donations from sightseers who visit the 
shootout site. 
“There were two men,” Howard said 
Thursday, “One reached for the jar and 
I said, ‘Man, don’t mess with the 
jar...that’s for the lady who lived here. 
She’s a cripple.’ But he said ‘No, I got to 
have it. I need it myself.’” 
The man then pulled out a straight 
razor and, forcing Howard back, took 
the meager contents of the jar and fled 
with a companion, Howard said. 
“I figured I got to find him,” Howard 
said. “ So I drove around and I found 
him...and I called the police and they 
got him. You can’t let them kind of 
people get away.” 
Police arrested Thomas Ford, 29, 
who was charged with petty theft and 
displaying a weapon in a threatening 
manner, authorities said. 
Chi Wednesday, two angry women 
approched Howard as he sat next to a 
poster asking donations, demanding to 
know why he wasn’t collecting money 
for them.

COLUMBUS, Ga. (AP) — Former 
Army Lt. William L. Calley Jr. spent 
the night in a military stockade for the 
first time in three years, since shortly 
after he was convicted of murdering 22 
people in the Vietnamese village of My 
Lai. 
Calley, who had been free on bond 
since his house arrest was lifted in 
February, voluntarily surrendered to 
military authorities at nearby Ft. 
Benning on Thursday. He was assigned 
a large cell of his own. 
The 5th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
ruled last week that Calley should be 
returned to military custody while he 
appeals his conviction in the 1968 My 
Lai massacre. 
At a hearing Thursday, U.S. District 
Judge J. Robert Elliott, who had or­ 
dered Calley freed on bond, said no 
further action was necessary for the 30- 
yearold former lieutenant to be taken 
into custody again. 
His local attorney, Kenneth Henson, 
said later: “I assume he will be eligible 
for parole July I—a third of his sen­ 
tence will have been served by then. 
The Army should yield to the over­ 
whelming sympathies of the people of 
this country,” he said. 
Calley originally was sentenced to 
life imprisonment, but the sentence 
was later reduced to IO years. He spent 
the first three nights after his con­ 
viction in the stockade before President 
Nixon ordered him released and placed 
under house arrest.

Mayors take 
up inflation 


SAN DIEGO, Calif. (AP) - Inflation 
and its squeeze on municipal budgets is 
the major problem facing urban chief 
executives gathering today for the 42nd 
annual meeting of the U.S. Conference 
of Mayors. 
Some mayors surveyed in advance of 
Saturday’s opening session said federal 
revenue sharing and the “New Feder­ 
alism” have only helped offset inflation 
and have failed to relieve American 
cities of their perennial financial woes. 
The sharpest criticism came from 
Boston’s Kevin White who said, 
“Inflation ate up revenue sharing 
before it could even be spent ... Its 
implementation has been a hoax and a 
hollow shell game for tile cities of 
America.” 
White, a Democrat, added, “We have 
been forced to rob Peter to pay Paul 
and we end up nearly starving both.” 
Another Democrat, Mayor Tom 
Bradley of Los Angeles differed: 
“General revenue sharing has been a 
fiscal lifesaver for us as we have gotten 
almost $40 million a year,” Bradley 
said. “ Without it we would be in dire 
financial straits.” 
About 350 mayors were expected to 
attend the sessions, which begin 
Saturday and run through Wednesday 
when the mayors adopt resolutions and 
choose a successor to Norfolk’s Roy B.

Premature declaration 


More than half the members of the 
Senate have signed a resolution 
declaring that Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger’s ’’integrity and 
veracity are above reproach.” This 
is really rather odd, considering the 
circumstances; there is about it an 
air of panicky scrambling 
to 
reassure him of the Senate’s trust 
and thus avert his resignation. 
A gesture of support certainly was 
called for. Though we do not share 
Vice President Ford’s view that for 
Kissinger to resign would be 
‘‘catastrophic,” we believe he has 
performed very ably as secretary of 
state and should be encouraged to 
remain in office. His departure 
would not be a catastrophe, but it 
would deprive the nation of a 
remarkable public servant and 
would interrupt the momentum of a 
largely successful foreign policy. 


Supportive words from the Senate 
are thus appropriate, and will help to 
salve Kissinger’s bruises. 
There is a very significant dif­ 
ference, 
however, 
between 
assurances of general trust and 
support, and an outright statement 
that the secretary’s probity is 
“ above reproach.” This is- a 
premature conclusion. 
New 
evidence 
relating 
to 
Kissinger’s part in the security 
wiretaps, including F B I memoranda 
which seems to conflict with what he 
told the Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee last September, has come to 
light. 
The 
secretary 
cannot 
reasonably be given a clean bill of 
health until this new evidence and a 
variety of allegations have been 
weighted by the committee. 
It should be remembered that 
Kissinger did not threaten im­ 


mediate resignation. What he said in 
Salzburg was that “ the character 
and credibility of the secretary of 
State is at issue,” and that “ if it is 
not cleared up, I will resign.” He 
said further that he had asked the 
Foreign Relations Committee to 
review the matter, and would be 
willing to appear before it. 
The committee has agreed to such 
a review, and to this end has asked 
the special prosecutor’s office and 
the State Department to supply all 
documents pertaining to Kissinger’s 
role in the wiretapping. Whether or 
not Kissinger answered fully and 
truthfully in his earlier testimony is 
the point at issue. If this point is 
resolved in his favor, as we hope, 
that will be time enough for the 
Senate as a whole to start that his 
“ integrity and veracity are above 
reproach.”

WORD EDGEWISE . . . by John P. Roche 
The spoor of the fox 


With President Nixon and Secretary 
of State Kissinger embarking for 
Moscow in the near future, we are 
fortunate that John Domberg—former 
Newsweek correspondent in Moscow 
and widely repected authority on the 
Soviet leadership—has just brought out 
a penetrating political biography of 
Leonid Brezhnev. For far too long, 
Brezhnev has been a faceless man, a 
nobody who suddenly arrived on the 
scene with the fall of Khrushchev in 
1964. Dornberg’s “ Brezhnev: The 
Masks of Power” (Basic Books) goes a 
long way towards filling that gap. 
As he himself is the first to admit, 
tracking down the history of a Com­ 
munist party figure is a form of 
detective w vk. With the exception of 
an ebullienrextrovert like the late 
Nikita Khrushchev, it is often im­ 
possible to get details on private lives. 
When did Brezhnev get married? Did 
he or didn’t he serve in the armed 
forces in the 1930’s? These and other 
simple questions that nomally could be 
settled by reference to standard 
sources remain unanswered. I was, for 
example, quite startled to see Brezhnev 
right behind Khrushchev in a photo of 
the famous “ kitchen debate” the Soviet 
party, 
chief 
had 
with 
Vice 
President Nixon in July, 1959. 


BREZHNEV developed a superb set 
of defensive reflexes in the 1930’s when 
he began his party career. Essentially 
he seems to have had a talent for in* 
visibility at dangerous moments, such 
as Stalin’s periodic purges. Heads to 
the right of him, heads to the left of 
him, would fall-and then, when the 
bodies had been removed, you would 
discover the 
taciturn 
Brezhnev 
somehow one notch higher in the 
hierarchy. He also had good luck: 
several times (for example, in the 
“ Virgin Lands” agricultural program) 
it seems as though he just missed the 
Titanic, and he was fortuitously abroad 
when Khrushchev, losing his support in 
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the Politburo, summoned the Central 
Committee and triumphed. 
Domberg suggests that one of 
Brezhnev’s strongest suits is his close 
relatinship with the m ilitary: both 
Marshal Andrei Grechko and Admiral 
Sergei Gorshkov are old companions, 
and Brezhnev’s apparently outstanding 
war record (he was not a politcal 
commissar 
who 
sat 
in 
rear 
headquarters) endeared him to a wide 
range of high m ilitary officials. 
Naturally enough he has kept these 
relationships warm by appropriate 
budgetary payoffs to the elite on 
Frunze St.—Moscow’s equivalent to the 
Pentagon. 
Probably the most significant con­ 
clusion that emerges from Dornberg’s 
book, one which runs against the 
conventional wisdom that the present 
Soviet elite is composed of second-rate 
clods, is that Brezhnev is an extremely 
intelligent man with a superb sense of 
timing. Moreover, again contrary to 
various commentators who have 
Brezhnev’s position is 
(by Soviet 
standards) quite secure; and, second, 
that the degree to which hi is personally 
relaxed can be estimated from the fact 
that his apartment is on a floor between 
those of the head of the uniformed 
police and the head of the secret plice 
(K G B)! He is no paranoidal Stalin 
secreted in a private fortress. 


TO QUOTE Domberg: “ Brezhnev is 


the Soviet ‘boss’ today. He got where he 
is 
through 
patronage, 
intrigue, 
m anipulation, maneuvering, and 
political influence peddling. . . 
Brezhnev’s political machine is un­ 
doubtedly a precision instrument. But 
its smooth operation is not the only 
explanation for his durability.. .unlike 
Lenin, Stalin, and Khrushchev, he has 
never chosen an heir.” In the strategic 
terms that Mr. Nixon and Secretary 
Kissinger must contemplate, his top 
priority has been to quiet things down 
in the West so that China, seen as the 
top enemy, can be dealt with. Not the 
least of his accomplishments in the 
respect has been to get the United 
States to accept the post-war status quo 
in Europe and, in effect, accept the 
USSR as an equal on the world stage. 
In psychological term I would argue 
further that Brezhnev has recently 
managed to outfox the Americans at 
virtually every turn. He has managed 
to present the picture of a United States 
grateful for the favors it has received 
from Moscow; for example, the great 
favor they did us by taking our surplus 
wheat off our hands, and, for another, 
by permitting American corporations 
to move in and compensate for Soviet 
technological imcompetence. I hope 
President 
Nixon 
and 
Secretary 
Kissinger w ill keep their wallets 
securely buttoned: their next favor 
could be to exchange a nonaggression 
pact for the elimination (rf NATO.

'Great Jerusalem Temple' 
construction about to begin

NEW YO RK (A P) — An aura of 
m ystery surrounds the idea 
of 
restoring the Jew ish Temple in 
Jerusalem . For many Christians and 
Jews, it’s a longed-for dream, a 
Messianic sign. It is not yet. But 
something like it is happening. 
Construction is due to begin in the 
next few days on the first large, central 
Jewish house of worship in the Holy 
City since the destruction of the temple 
1,904 years ago. 
“ No one is suggesting that this 
means the restoration of the temple,” 
says Rabbi Dr. Maurice A. Jaffee, 
president of the Union of Israel 
Synagogues which is sponsoring the 
project. “ But there are parallels.” 
For one thing, the prospective new 
“ Jerusalem Great Synagogue” is 
planned as a central, representative 
sanctuary to which Jewish pilgrims 
from all over the world may come to 
pray — just as they did to the temple of 
old. 
In another respect, every Jew 
everywhere is being encouraged to 
contribute something to building of the 
new edifice, even if only a half shekel — 
the basic tribute of each practicing Jew 
to the ancient temple. 
Furthermore, the new house of 
worship is being built of a special 
radiant stone like that of the temple of 
Bible times, and is to be situated next 
to headquarters of Israel’s rabbinic 
authority, as was the historic temple. 
“ There are many analogies, but 
we’re wary of drawing comparisons,” 
Dr. Jaffee said in an interview. “ One 
gets in hot water even to hint at such a 
thing. Conditions are out of the question 
for re-establishing the temple.” 
Doing so, to many Christians who 
interpret the Bible literally, would be a 
prophetic indication of the imminent 
return of Christ. Many Jews also link 
restoration of the Temple to a coming 
Messiah. It would also have political 
and social overtones.

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Dollar growing more respectable 
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Go-Go dancer age limit set 


NEW YORK (AP) - That *2-billion 
surplus in the nation’s balance of 
payments during the first three months 
of the year will likely contribute to an 
even further increase in the dollar’s 
respectability. 
In the eyes of foreigners, the dollar 
has been growing increasingly at­ 
tractive in recent weeks, despite its 


frayed edges. Some of the petroleum 
exporting nations are becoming its big 
supporters. 
Illustrating this, foreign bank 
deposits have been rising in recent 
weeks. Morgan Guaranty Trust Co. 
estimates that more than $1 billion 
poured into U.S. banks from foreign 
institutions in the 30 days to mid-June. 


This increase, it said, brought the 
total second-quarter influx to about $3.5 
billion. Among the reasons given for 
the renewed interest in the dollar was 
the high rate of interest offered. , 
The bank, which closely follows 
developments in foreign exchange, 
noted that the dollar now was firm

Prime-time television rule 
freeze causes problems 


NEW YORK (AP) — The three 
major television networks say a 
federal appeals court ruling freezing 
the prime-time access rule is forcing a 
hurried reshuffling of the fall program 
lineup. 
The networks say some of the 
programs may be shifted to other 
nights, 
bumping 
shows 
already 
scheduled for those nights. Still other 
programs may not debut until January 
as a result of Tuesday's ruling by a 
three-judge panel in the U.S. Court of 
Appeals here. 
The controversy centers on the 1971 
access rule limiting a network to no 
more than three hours of programming 
in the peak evening viewing hours be­ 
tween 7 and 11 p.m. 
Late last year the Federal Com­ 
munications Commission said it would 
modify the rule, allowing the networks 
to use all four prime-time hours on 
Saturday and Sunday as well as an 
additional half-hour during the week to 
televise a documentary, public affairs 
program or children’s special. In 
February the FCC said it planned to 
implement the access rule changes this 
September. 
The 
National 
Association 
of 
Independent Television Producers and 
Distributors filed suit to block the ef­ 
fective date. The appeals court agreed 
that revising the prime time rules this 
year would cause serious harm to in­ 
dependent producers, who sell syn­ 
dicated shows to stations anxious to fill 
the broadcast time barred to the net­ 
works. The court said no change can be 
made at least until September, 1975. 
The ruling means that the networks 


will have to eliminate one hour of fall 
programming scheduled for the 7 to 8 
p.m. Sunday night slot as well as the 
week night half-hour.

Aronoff says Congress must curb data 


WASHINGTON (AP) - State Sen. 
Stanley J. Aronoff, R-8 Cincinnati, has 
told a congressional committee it is up 
to them to restrict use of computer 
data. 
Aronoff testified that his proposed 
Ohio law was killed by a coalition of his 
own colleagues and special interest 
groups. 
“Until Congress acts, I doubt that 
there will be much significant 
legislation,” Aronoff told the Govern­ 
ment Operations and Constitutional 
Rights joint subcommittee. 
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The Cincinnati Republican told the 
committee his bill which would have 
curbed the selling of information to 
computer banks without permission, 
had no opposition during five hearings. 
He said he took it to the Senate floor 
to bring out any opposition. His 
colleagues killed the measure 21-10 on 
June 5. 
Aronoff said the governor’s office, 
which testified for the bill, lobbied 
actively against its passage. 
He called the Ohio Council of Retail 
Merchants the measure’s most active 
opponent. Aronoff said the council 
organized a “barrage of telegrams and 
acted as coordinating unit for some of 
the other lobbies.” 
“By the time the bill came to a vote, 
the list of opponents was a ‘Who’s Who’

CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P)- Whining 
and whimpering, throe white Bengal 
tiger cubs described as “cute as but­ 
tons” were being watched round-the- 
clock today after astonishing experts 
with one of the rarest births recorded in 
zoo annals. 
The zoo famed for its fertility rate 
among lowland gorillas hit a bonanza 
Thursday with the arrival of the three 
cubs in a four-cub litter. 
Cincinnati Zoo officials celebrated 
“The Year of the Tiger” with a trio of 
the rare cats. 
Aa eight-year-old female Bengal 
named Kesari produced the exotic 
offspring. Their fur is presently gray- 
toned against black stripes. 
Not albinos, the three cubs join a 
threatened specie which at last count 
numbered about 30 in the world. 
“She is taking good care of two of 
them,” said Pepper Wilson, spokesman 
for the country's second oldest zoo. 
“She is licking their ears and nursing 
them. 
“Ba she rejected two others that we 
have determined are males,” he said. 
One of the cubs is a regular orange- 
hued Bengal, but has the power to 
reproduce the endangered breed. 
The two rejected cubs are getting the 
kid glove treatment. Bottle-fed with a 
concentrated milk liquid and coddled 
by an 80-degree incubator, the two be­ 
came instant hits at the 98-year-old zoo. 
“We had people jammed in the 
building a couple hours after news of 
the births got around,” said Wilson. 
Closed eyelids hide the animals’ icy- 
blue eyes. 
Their noses and paw pads are pink. 
Survival of the four is the primary 
concern at the moment. 
“Anyone with so much as a case of 
the sniffles doesn’t get close to them. 
We’re not taking any chances. We're 
pulling all stops to give them the best 


chances,” said Wilson. “This is im­ 
portant to the world.” 
Smock-wearing workers gingerly 
handle the two males in the incubators. 
But no one is being allowed near the 
mother and her two white rarities.

NEW YORK (AP) - The National 
Basketball Association owners have 
rejected a proposal by the Players’ 
Association on the controversial option 
clause, thereby continuing to stall the 
possibility of merger with the 
American Basketball Association. 
NBA Commissioner Walter Kennedy 
disclosed Thursday that the owners 
even refused to vote on a plan that, in 
effect, would have eliminated the op­ 
tion clause that binds a player to one 
team. 
The plan would have given an NBA 
team first refusal on any new contract. 
For example, if a player completed 
his contractual obligations with Team 
A, he then would become a free agent 
and be able to negotiate with any other 
club.
